HE Letters from Barcelona, advife that fince 


the King’s return from vificing the Fortifications. 


of Gironne and other Pofts on that fide, His Majetty

middle of April in order to Befiege that Place ; that 
his Pruflian Majefty, as “tis faid, has received advice 
that the Mofcovites have at Jaft admitted a Battallion 
of his Forces to take poffeffion ot Elbing ; that the F- 
quipages of the Prince Royal are ready, and that he 
intends to fet out for the Netherlands in a few days.
